f The Bureau's agents also caused the 
arrest of no persons for the sale of 
uufTthat did not come up to JBtate 
standards at all. Twenty three sam- 
ples of milk were found watered, while 
75 samples were below the State stan- 
dard for fats. The arrests were made 
in 60 counties and resulted from a 
wholesale sampling. In one instance 
manure was found m milk and a stiff 
fine was imposed. 


Some arrests were made for taint- 


ad drinks, cockroaches being discover- 
ed in ginger ale and dead flies in 
lemon "pop." Two arrests were made 
for sale of cider that was in a^"hard" 
state and various arrests were made 
for sale of beverages which contained 
coal tar dyes, sacchtrin.

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STALE EGGS CAUSE 
MANY ARRESTS 


State Agents Nab 110 Persons 
For Sale of Milk Below the 
Standard. 


Sixty four arrests for violation of 
th* “fresh egg” 
aet of 1919, 
which 
forbids the sale of stale eggs as fresh, 
were made in 16 counties of the State 
during October, according to the re­ 
port of the State Bureau of Foods. 
The arrests were made as the result 
of some sampling of eggs which when 
tilted by chemists 
showed that the 
rhatalaza, which is the test of an egg, 
was not in a state 
known 
as fresh. 
Some of the eggs had gone beyond the 
fesh stage by many days. 


The Bureau’s agents also caused the 
arrtst of 110 persons for the sale of 
milk that did not come 
up to State 
standards at all. 
Twenty three sam­ 
ples of milk were found watered, while 
75 samples were below the State atan- 
dard for fats. The arrests were nude 
in BO counties 
and resulted 
from a 
wholesale sampling. 
In one instance 
manure was found in milk and a stiff 
fine was imposed. 
Some arrests were made for taint- 
ad drinks, cockroaches being discover­ 
ed in ginger ale 
and 
dead flies 
in 
Itroon “pop.” Two arrests were made 
for sale of cider that was in a “hard” 
•tate and various arrests were made 
for sale of beverages which contained 
coal tar dyes, sacchtrin. 
Chemictfs 
were also 
discovered by chemists in 
tome of the foods and drinks turned 
in. 
The activities of the agents are be­ 
ing continued this month and some 
interesting reports are expected.

Great Britain, emerging from the first 
period of chaos and uncertainty follow­ 
ing the close of hostilities, finds her­ 
self in a condition much more stable 
and hopeful of a prosperous future than 
even the most optimistic had expected. 
True, the war, directly and 
indi­ 
rectly, had cost her greater expenditures 
than those of any of lu r Alims. 
Her 
debt is enormous, and her post war Lud- 
I 
et is some four times that of the last 
seal year before the war. 
H er people 
are burdened with heavy taxation; her 
industries have been crippled financially 
and by labor Would* s; and she has lost 
nearly a million w o rk er un the haiti 
field. 
But analyt* of the farts shows that 
the situation is far less critical than it 
appears to the casual glance. While her 
gross debt on March JI, 1919, the end 
of the last fiscal year, was $30,746,6 9,- 
056, of tin- sum only $6,569,109,000 repre­ 
sented external obligations 
I only this 
smaller sum represents wealth which 
must leave the country in payment of 
d ebt 
Furtherm ore this i ride bt • dne-s is 
more than offset by $8,580,OIH) ,000 in ad­ 
vances to Allies and Dominions. 
To carry the nation’s debt calls for a 
debt service in the bude et for the com­ 
ing fiscal year of $1,751,760,000, or 30 
per cent, of the revenue receipts. The 
fact that the taxing machinery ha - been 
organized for raising ‘uch enormous 
sums will be very advantageous in plan­ 
ning the after-war administration of 
government finances. 
Further offsets of this d*bt will be 
the indemnities eventually collected from 
t the Central Pbw rra. 
These, with the 
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lebts to be collected from the Domin­ 
ions abd the Allies, vs ill gradually re­ 
duce the burdens of English tax payers. 
Prominent among the counter balanc­ 
ing items also are returns from invest­ 
ments abroad and the receipt • of lit it— 
i sh-owned ocean carriers. 
ll is esti­ 
mated that British foreign investments 
liefore the w ar amounted to $16,4t>4,- 
000,(4)0 and that they now approxim ate 
$14,500,000,000. 
Great Britain's remain­ 
ing foreign investments exceed her ex­ 
ternal debt bv' about $8,000,000. and the 
yield from these investments at normal 
rates will not only pay the interest on 
that debt but will aho leave a large 
margin to Lug la u d c r e d it. 
Tile prosperity of the nation, how­ 
ever, will he measured largely by its 
ability to produce marketable commodi­ 
ties (or s.dr abroad. 
It is estimated 
that the nation’s power of production 
has been increased by about fifty per 
cent, by the speeding up process induced 
by war needs. 
Great Britain’s indus­ 
trial 
position 
has 
rested 
heretofore 
upon the ability to gather in raw ma­ 
terials from abroad and resell them as 
manufactures. In 1913, 69.5 of the m er­ 
chandise exports were cia scd ar. manu­ 
factures, while of the imports only 25 2 
were so classed. 
The expanded pliysi- 
al equipment has enhanced the na­ 
tion’s power to serve as a w orld’s work­ 
shop. 
The number of men killed and those 
who died of discase in the arm ed forces 
of the United Kingdom in the war was 
approximately 6<)0,0()0. 
The population 
of Great Britain numbered 45,516*259 
in 1911, 
At the end of 1613 the es­ 
timated population, deducting the loss 
of 900,000, was 40,673,380. 
W e have 
then an actual increase in the popula­ 
tion. 
Moreover, where the man power 
has !>een depleted by the war its place 
has been largely tokeu by the substitu­ 
tion of women.

The closed shop, which is a shop 
where only union men are employed, 
one,, of tho principles of the American 
Federation of Labor, was declared un­ 
justifiable by the judges of tho de­ 
bate between the Juniors and Seniors 
of G ettysburg College in Brua Chapel 
Wednesday evening. In discussing the 
question, 
Resolved, 
th at the closed 
shop is justifiable, the Seniors support­ 
ed 
the 
affirmative 
side 
and 
the 
Juniors, the negative. 
Although both sides contended they 
were not debating labor unions, many 
of the argum ents were supported by 
recent happenings 
in the 
industrial 
world. 
The winners of the debate 
based their contentions on the state­ 
ments th at the closed shop limits pro­ 
duction and increases its cost, 
that 
it tends to breed anarchism and Bol­ 
shevism and is un-American and that 
it is morally unjustifiable. 
Declaring that the closed shop is the 
only way in which labor can be dealt 
with equitably, the affirmative team 
launched their argum ents. 
They con­ 
tended 
th at to do ’away 
with 
the 
closed shop would be the end of labor 
unions, th at it was the only effective 
system 
of enforcing collective bar­ 
gaining and that it would better work­ 
ing conditions and 
increase 
produc­ 
tion. 
The 
decision

judges was 
unanimous for the negative. 
Supporters of the affirmative were 
J. L. Bousum, J. L. Sharretts, G ettys­ 
burg, and H. W. Sternat.
